where, any time. It is no respecter 
of class, job , group—or of geo­ 
graphic b oundary. But statistics 
gathered b y the National Founda­ 
tion for Infantile Paralysis show 
the chances of polio striking have 
b een 14 per cent greater in coun­ 
ties where there are less than .50,- 
000 people than in counties with a 
larger population. 
Dr. E. A. Rogers, state health 
director for Neb raska, says 1954 
polio incidence records for Ne­ 
b raska b ear out the national fiii 
ures. 
He said that the average per 


capita polio incidence rate was ap­ 
proximately 39 per 100,000 popu­ 
lation for Neb raska counties over 
.50,000 in population, as compared 
to approximately 60 per 100,000 for 
Neb raska counties under 50,000 in 
population. 


These facts may surpri.se a great 
many people, Ted Hughes, state 
March of Dimes chairman, says. 
Years ago, most diseases, includ­ 
ing polio, were reported more fully 
in b ig cities where health depart­ 
ments had larger staffs. 
Hut the crippling pattern of polio 
incidence, Hughes continued, has 
b een carefully traced b y the Na­ 
tional Foundation since 19.38. Fig 
ures during a five year period, 
'48-'52, .show. 
In larger counties with more 


than 200.000 
people, 
the 
annual 
average is 23 out of every 100,000, 
In counties with less than 50,000, 
the annual average was 27 persons 
stricken with 
polio 
per 
100,000 
population. 
Why this is true. Hughes said, no 
one knows. Epidemic studies of 
polio prove that there is no true 
and steady pattern to b e found in 
the course of this disease. 
But today, he said, one thing 
ab out polio is predictab le. That is 
the promptness with which aid is 
sped into the fight b y the Founda­ 
tion. When polio strikes, you can 
b e sure of swift assistance in any 
part of the country.
